REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Swanzey : 

T submit herewith my report as superintendent of schools. 

The report of the state superintendent of public instruction 
for 1906 indicates that the town of Swanzey has the lowest valua- 
tion per pupil of any place in Cheshire county. Hence, a funda- 
mental problem in the management of the Swanzey schools is the 
problem of keeping down expenses. But this report also shows 
that there are thirty-one poorer towns in the state; and the report 
is authority for the statement that of these thirty-one towns twen- 
ty-seven have a higher rate of school assessment than that of 
Swanzey. These latter figures indicate that the town can raise 
more money if additional expenditure is necessary to get satisfac- 
tory results. ‘Therefore, our real problem is how to get satisfactory 
results at the least expense. 

The matter of maintaining a high school is a most important 
factor in solving this problem. If the district is to support a high 
school it ought to be such a school as will be approved by the state 
superintendent of public instruction. Such approval is practically 
equivalent to a guarantee that the results obtained will prove satis- 
factory ; in other words, that the school will be worth while. With- 
out such approval the town must go on furnishing poor instruction 
at home and paying for high school tuitions in other places; for 
unless a place has an approved high school of its own any child 
living in that town who has the necessary attainments can attend a 
high school elsewhere at the expense of the town. The mainte- 
nance of an unapproved high school is an unprofitable investment 
for the town of Swanzey. 


so 
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It does not seem advisable to ask the district to support an 
approved high school. The expense of such a school is great. ‘The 
equipment is costly and the teachers must be college graduates. It 
is inexpedient to place a woman in charge of the high school at 
West Swanzey, and the right kind of man could not be secured at 
less than twenty dollars a week. 

The benefit of such a school would be questionable: The . 
children in the northern, eastern and southern parts of the town 
ean reach one of the high schools at Keene or Winchester more 
easily than they could get to West Swanzey. An approved high 
school would be a positive detriment to such children and to their 
parents. Furthermore, such a high school would be of little real 
_ benefit to many of the pupils who could conveniently attend. ‘The 
expense of a four years’ course would be prohibitive.. A shorter 
course would be an inducement to many children to get a mere 
smattering of high school knowledge such as would be of little use 
te them in their after lives. 

Moreover, much of the work that is being done in the grades 
below the high school is poor im quality, and satisfactory work 
cannot be done in a high school without the proper. foundation 
being laid in the grammar grades. Consequently, our problem 
reduced to its lowest terms eliminates the factor of a high school 
and resolves itself into a question of how to improve the work of 
the lower grades. 

The teaching in six out of the twelve rooms in Swanzey this 
past year has not been what it should be. In two of these rooms 
some of the instruction has been positively inaccurate. These 
may seem like strong statements to make, but they are nevertheless 
correct. It will be the duty of your superintendent to report in 
detail on these matters at the end of the year. We must get better 
teaching. : 

We need a better organization. Where practicable, schools 
should be combined and the pupils carefully graded. The school 
year should be lengthened to thirty-six weeks. The course of study 
below the high school should be shortened from nine to eight years. 

We need better equipment. We ought to have more books, 

especially dictionaries. Schoolhouses should be put in repair. 
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Window shades should be put up in all schoolrooms now without 
them. Some attention should be paid to ventilation. Separate 
outhouses should be constructed at Number 9. Many of the out- 
houses need a thorough cleansing of physical and moral filth. 
Without proper equipment and suitable surroundings teachers 
cannot do the best work. . 

Some report should be made of the work already done by the 
superintendent. J began my work in Swanzey on the first day of 
last August. J have attended several conferences with the school 
board. With the authority of the board I have hired two teachers, 
purchased geographies and physiologies and other supplies for the 
schools throughout the town and have ‘distributed books and sup- 
plies when needed. Pretty much all of my time during the fall 
term was required to get the schools into running order. 

I have visited each school in town practically once in every two 
weeks. J have had several conferences with parents in regard to 
their children and have investigated all complaints as carefully as 
my time would permit. I have endeavored to support the teachers 
in governing their schools whenever I have felt that the best 
interests of the schools demanded such support. I have gathered 
together surplus text books preparatory to arranging them in one 
place so that greater economy can be brought about in the handling 
of supplies. Without such a system, valuable text books often lie 
for years on some shelf in an out-of-the-way place, representing 
capital tied up and earning nothing. 

Perhaps some idea of the daily work of a superintendent can 
be gathered from the following record, kept by me in Swanzey on 
the first day of January. 

“Visited seven schools. Inspected outhouse and found it in a 
very filthy condition. Inspected furnace, found lot of coal being 
burned, heat going up chimney and rooms chilly. Instructed the 
janitor as to the proper regulation of the drafts. Heard a recita- 
tion; found it being conducted improperly, and pointed out error 
to teacher. Noted fact that teacher was five minutes late. 

Second school all right. 

Third school instruction excellent but order poor. 

Fourth school all right. 
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Left supplies for two schools where teachers could get them. 
Spoke some encouraging words to a troubled teacher. 

Next school, was greeted by the barking of a dog. Left 
- instructions that the dog was not to attend school any more. 

Had conference with chairman of school board. Drove about 
fourteen miles. Detected inaccuracies in the work of two teachers. 
Received information in regard to an apparent truancy case and 
made note of same preparatory to investigating. 

Visited next school. Called attention of teacher to squealley 
reading and directed teacher how to enable pupil to overcome fault. 
Noted that building needed to be equipped with curtains. Detected 
a case of near-sightedness and sent note home to parent in regard 
to trouble. Straightened out suspension of a boy. Packed away 
books. Selected old books to send away for exchange values. 
Noted broken window and reported same to member of school 
board.”
